The Society of American Authors, 
which includes Mrs. J ulia Ward Howe, 
Mrs. E. H. Walworth, General I jG w 
A allace and others of importance, ha« 
sent the following resolution in en­ 
grossed form to the President of the 
oited States, to the Vice-President 
and to the Speaker of the House, loa d 
dition it ha- distributed one thousand 
printed copies throughout the country: 
" W ereas, the fourteenth day of next 
December marks the completion of one 
hundred years since the 
death 
of 
leorge Washington: and 
"Wherea s, the Society of America n 
Authors recognizes the importance of 
giving special emphasis to such a cen­ 
tennial: therefore be it 
‘Itesolyed, by the society in annual 
meeting assembled, that a fit recogni­ 
tion of the occasion would be the legal 
cessation of all a voidable labor for that 
day; in order that the nation may be 
free to do honor to the memory of one 
whose life and acts and patriotism 
have in large measure rendered pos 
sible the progress, the strength and 
the political freedom of the United 
Sta tes." 
Simila r action has been taken by the 
Da ughters of The Cincinnati, and 
be­ 
fore this brief record is read four other 
important patriotic bodies will have 
acted in the same way. 
At the meeting of the board of oftic- 
«: rs of the Order of 
United America n 
Mechanics on the 11th instant special 
action was considered and the national 
secretary was instructed to prepare a 
petition » to the President a sking for the 
setting aside of the day for the pur 
pose. 
From the head office a circular 
letter will be sent to every subordinate 
Council of the Order urging similar 
and immediate action. 
This body is
